M a n y people 
have seen 


him going about there. 
T w i c e he 
visited Stillwater, and last Saturday 
both he and “ 
D yn am ite D i c k ” were 
seen driving leisurely along the road 
within three miles of that town. 
During this time Doolin was per­ 
fecting plans for the reorganization 
ot an outlaw gang that would outdo 
any 
of the noted 
bandits of the 
past, and had about perfected a r­ 
rangements for a raid. 
Last Su n­ 
da y U nited States Marshal Neagle 
decided it was time 
to act, and he 
sent out a general call of all the 
deputies in the territory to mass in 
P a yn e county and 
be ready for a 
raid yesterday. 
H e c k Tho m as , one 
of 
the 
old-time 
deputies, 
was, 
however, over in that country,hunt- 
whisky peddlers, 
and 
hearing of 
D o o l in ’s exact whereabouts, he d e ­ 
t e rm i n e d on a little raid himself, 
' and thus cheated 
Marshal Neagle 
and his army 
out of the glory of 
capturing 
or 
killing 
the 
noted 
bandit. 
T h o m a s and his 
three possemen 
lay 
in wait about 
D o o l in ’s home 
last night, watching

Mr. A. S. Higgins, 
a former Se­ 
dalian, 
who some 
ten years ago 
removed to Mexico, is back among 
his old friends, and was met by a

e m o c r a t reporter today. 
“ All the talk about low wages in 
Mexico is bosh,” said Mr. Higgins. 
“ In my experience as a conductor 
on various railroads 
in 
Mexico, 
my salary was from $250 to $300 
per month; Americans working as 
brakemen down there get $90 per 
month, 
but Mexicans working as 
brakemen on the same trains only 
$35 per month. 
American labor 
in ail branches commands higher 
wages in Mexico than is paid to 


ernatorial Candidate Lewis has been 
so frequently asserted by republi­ 
can papers that there is a tendency 
to concede it as a fact in parts of 
the state where politicians are not 
posted upon the last Sixth district 
congressional contest. 
It is true that in 1892 Congress

for Judge 
Robinson was 
11,002, 
while that for Lewis for congress 
was but 10,997. 
Henry county, 
his home, came 
to his rescue and ran Lewis ahead 
of the state ticket. 
Robinson was 
unknown, almost unheard of, and 
simply carried his party strength, 
yet he came up to Henry county 
ahead of this gentleman of whose

full time and they are as well paid 
as in this country, everything con­ 
sidered. 
“ Mexico is improving; railroads 
and factories are being built and 
there is steady work for those who 
want it. 
Money is more plentiful 
there than I ever saw it in the 
United States. 
“ Working people are better off 
there than here, except the old peon 
class, a kind of labor that is by no

and 
the like of 
which we do not have in the United 
States.

Americans

to 
Mexico to seek employment,but few 
Mexicans come to this country to 
better their condition.”

The actor breathed his 
last in tliat moment when the house 
cheered lustily the final tableau.

hurt. 
Several times 
it has hap­ 
pened that a dagger has slipped out 
of a play er’s hand and been hurled 
over the footlights. 
Joseph 
Chamberlain was 
once 
startled at the theatre by a dagger 
lodging in the arm of his seat, with 
in an inch of his body . 
The killing of Crozier will proba­ 
bly result in the enforced use of 
“ property ” or sham daggers on the 
stage, for a time at leas^.

weapon used by 
Mr. 
Franks on 
Monday night was his own property , 
a gift to him from the late Ada 
Cavendish.

Efforts are now being made by 
the authorities of 
the 
Missouri 
university 
and 
the 
high school 
teachers of the state to make the 
University 
Summer 
School 
of 
Science a permanent institution. 
The remarkable success of the term 
which closed Saturday has encour­ 
aged those interested in this move­ 
ment. 
The school this y ear had almost 
three times as many pupils as last 
y ear, and more than any institution 
of the kind in the country . 
The 
school has been conducted for two 
summers by funds appropriated by 


the general assembly in the spring 
of 18 9 5, and owing to the success 
of the enterprise fhose interested 
hope to obtain the aid of the next 
legislature in permanentiy .estab­ 
lishing the institution. 
The authorities assert that the 
school, which is absolutely a free 
institution, req uiring no admission 
fees whatever, will 
be indirectly 
beneficial to all high school pupils 
in the state, as it will enable the in­ 
structors in these schools to receive 
higher education and better prepare 
them for their duties as teachers. 
Nearly all the high schools in the 
state were represented this summer 
by one or mor^ teachers, amf i 
small number were in attendane! 
from adjoining states. 
Before leav^ 
ing Columbia, after the close of the 
school, the faculty and pupils held 
a joint meeting in which the perma­ 
nent establishment of the school was 
discussed and resolutions adopted 
setting forth the reasons why the 
school should be continued.
